#3--Use thin rubber bands to hold packs together. 
#4--Use the top cover to write your category name and number. 
#5--For your special or most treasured cards I suggest a card caddy. 
You should be able to get these at a ststionery store.(the 
caddy is also a good way to display your favorite cards) 
#6--If you have a large collection of treasured cards then a card 
box with index tabs can be purchased at a stationery store. 
#7--For a display at a Flea Market or Trade show use a large black 
cloth or felt cover - place your cards in position and lay 
strips (2') of clear plastic over your cards. 
#8--Large matchcover boxes are perfect for temporary loose storage 
of cards. 
#9--Shoe boxes with covers and labels will hold your cards nicely 
if you have them banded in groups. 
#10--Seperate your duplicates from your keepers and make them 
available for trading with other collectors. 
and Lastly--Be Fair and Honest in every trade. Trade good clean cards 
only. Satisfy your fellow collectors needs and your needs will be 
‘satisfied. No staples,no writting,no bent cards are best.
